IN order to prepare the body for a more — 
agreeable and certain operation by ftool from 
this Powder, (though varely wanting in that 
refpect) and as its good effects may not be ex- 
erted without a free difcharge of that kind on 
the days of taking, and by the body being 
loofe during the lafting effects of the Powder ; 5 
it is advifable therefore, where time will per- 
mit, that a quart, or at leaft a pint, of com- 
mon rennet, or cheefe- whey, be drank every 
day, for three or four days before the Powder 


is taken, as being alfo further more particu- 


* larly neceffary to dilute the blood and leffen 


the acrimony of the humours; and if it fhould 
not of itfelf be fufficient to keep the body in 
a laxative flate, the addition of fome gentle 
opening remedy, daily repeated, fuch as man- 
na, diffolved in the whey, lenitive eledtary, 
fena and prunes, or the like, is requifite 
thereto ; likewife, fome kind of loofening diet 
may be made ufe of, fuch as, the eating il 
common rye bread, and malt liquors; being

itornot. This method is alfo recommended 
to be obferved during the courfe of the Pow- 
der, on every occafion where a loofe fool 1S 
not regularly had once or twice a day at leaft ;

of fome weak liquid, as a dilutor, in its ftead,

a glafs-full of cold water likewife, in either | 
cafe, is recommended night and morning; 
and thofe who have been accuftomed to a free 
nfe of trong liquors, fhould drink an extra- 
ordinary quantity of the whey, or other weak 
liquor, efpecially where a continuance of the 
Piameder is neceflary.

the above rules, this medicine has been ex- 
perienced to remove Slow Fevers, as like- 
wife the caufe of the moft obftinate habitual 
Coitivenefs, and confequently the many com- 
plaints in the Head, Stomach and Bowels, 
ariiing therefrom. 

The dofe is to be taken in the morning, 
fafting, in a {mall tea- -{poonful of honey, or 
roaited apple; or, which is beft, when it is 
taken as an alterative, lenitive clectary or

pulp of prunes, drinking a tumbler-glafs-full _ 
of cold water immediately afterit. One hour 
afterwards, take three parts or 2 whole pint 
bafonful of thin warm broth, without fat ; 
and an hour after that, repeat another bafon’ 
of ftronger broth, 

After the fecond bafon, you may eat as 
-foon as you like; but let your diet be of eafy 
digeftion, avoiding all falted meats, fale fifh, 
vinegar, and other acids, whilft under its ope- 
ration, as likewife flrong liquors of every 
kind ; or at leaft, the greater abftinence ob- 
ferved in refpet of thefe articles, fo much the 
better. 

A moderate feafoning to the food will not 
be hurtful, 

If a ficknefs or uneafinefs fhould at any 
time be felt in the ftomach or bowels, a fpoon- 
fulof cold water taken occafionally, and going © 
out into the air, feldom fails to remove it, 

Bleeding, as is hereafter directed, may pre- 
cede the powder; but mutt not, on any ac- 
count, be ufed on the fame day after it is 
taken ; nor, if it can be well avoided, fhould

wards, and then only in inflammatory cafes, 
Blifters, iffues, oily or {pirituous applications, 
are by no means allowed; nor any other re- 
medy, externally or internally, (the warm 
bath, fomentations, clyfters, manna, lenitive

Mineral Ointment, or other eafy drefling to 
svounds, only excepted) during the courfe of 
this Powder ; left thereby you counteract its 
different operations by urine and ftool, and 
by ftopping up the pores of the fkin, prevent 
its good effect by perfpiration. A dofe of 
this Powder is not to be repeated within the 
diftance of a week in any cale whatfoever, un- 
Jefs attended with a confiderable difcharge by 
wounds, or as is hereafter ordered in thofe

The ufual manner of repeating this Powde1 
4n all the difeafes, excepting fome of thok 
mentioned in the Particular Directions, is a 
follows; viz.

And al- 
though it will cure the Piles by being taken 
in the manner as is hereafter in that cafe di- 
rected, yet in other diforders, where there is 
a frequency of ftools, or through the fharpnefs 
of humours difcharged therewith, it fome- 
times occafions uneafineffes of that kind; and 
oftentimes, from a fuperabundancy of like 
acrimonious or bilious humours, together with 
wind pent up in the bowels, it may occafion 
confiderable pain therein; in all which cafes, for 
ready relief, clyfters in full quantity and often 
repeated, of broth made from fheep’s entrails, 
emptied and cut into pieces without wafhing, 
being of a mild lubricating nature, fhould be 
ufed ; which kind of clyfier, made fomewhat 
ftronger by the addition of a piece of the flefh, 
with a more gentle and longer boiling, are 
alfo further more particularly neceflary when 
the ftomach.is become fo weak as not to be 
able to receive, or even retain fufficient nou- 
yifhment: in which cafe, the whole fup- 
port muft depend on the fupply received, and 
from time to time retained, in the body by 
thefe i 
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laid down in fo many difeafes, on account of 
the many peculiarities in different conftitu- — 
tions, the diftance of time between each dofe 
of the Powder muft, according to its effects, — 


be altered at difcretion ; as in cold weather, .

In difeafes attended with inflammation, 
the Pleurify, Inflammatory Gout and Rheum- 
atif{m, and fuch like, previous evacuations, 
by bleedings or cuppings, and gentle opening 
remedies, with the ule of plentiful draughts 
of warm diluting liquors, in order to lower 
the pulfe, abate the fymptoms, and take off 
any danger from a fullnefs of blood, are ab- 
folutely neceflary before the Powder is taken ; 
one dofe of which, for reafons already afigned 
in the Properties, may then be given to great 
advantage ; and when that after a plentiful 
difcharge is by ftool procured, from this Pow- 
der or other helps, it will be requifite to fur- 


ther its operation into fweat, by means of an 
increafed quantity of the like warm diluting 
liquids : and although a fingle dofe in the 
Pleurify is commonly fufficient, yet in the 
Gout and Rheumatifm, a fecond may be re- 
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“peated, . at ‘the end of a . fortnight, if there 
remains little or no pain; after which, a dofe 
taken once a month, for alength of time, will, 

with temperance, exercife, anda free ufe of.

too loofe, clyfters, fuch as have been already 
mentioned, with the addition of a little pow- 
der of ftarch, together with other occafional 
helps, fhould be made ufe of. If on thecon- 
trary {tools be wanting, the like clyfters, 


(without flarch) with occafionally adding a 
little oil and brown fugar, or falt, fhould i in 
e cafe be made ufe of, 
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A fecond dofe of this Powder has not bie. 
therto-been advifable: but in the moft def- 
perate cafes, difcretion muft be ufed, guided! 
by the fymptoms and ftrength of the patient. 

The above method of giving this Powder: 
in the Putrid Small-Pox, feems to be the moft:

tage in the Plague or Peftilential Fever.

In Fevers of the Putrid kind it is common 
to give half of a ufual dofe firft, and the re-- 
mainder in twelve or cighteen hours after,, 
unlefs relieved by ftool or otherwife ; or 1t:

rected in the Small-Pox ; always keeping the: 
ereateft diftances, and avoiding as much as

DISEASES OF WOMEN. 


To women withchild who labour under any 
inveterate difeafe, and fuch of the fair fex asare 
fubject to weaknefies, the Powder fhould be

In the Milk-Fever, and 
other complaints incident to women foon after 
Delivery, if the body be not already open, 
a clyfter or two, to prepare the way, may be 
made ufe of; then let ha/fof a paper be taken, 
the remainder the day following, unlefs re- 
lieved before: a fecond paper in thefe cafes 1s 
not required.

j In women’ s obftructions, at all other times of 
: life, tHe. Powder may be taken to great advan- 
tage by the ufual way, as is ordered in the 
General Directions ; and on farther occafions, 
though in common it is not to be taken at all 
times, yet in thofe preceding Pains from Ob. 
fiructions, clyfters (not only neceffary in cafe 
of coltivenefs, but by acting as a fomentation 
to the bowels and parts contiguous) may 
be made ufeof. A dofe then taken will be of
